Council could shore up snow removal funds in 2010 
after this month’s snowstorm blew it thousands over 
budget. 

“When you start hauling snow after snowfalls like we 
just had, yeah, you can spend a fortune real fast,” said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“We are going to look at whether or not we need to set 
more dollars aside.” 

The town estimates it overspent nearly $00,000 on 
contract employees hired to clear snow, when it had 
budgeted $10,000. 

The additional costs emptied the snow removal fund 
and virtually tapped out emergency funding. 

And more costs could trickle in this month as town 
employees submit overtime, said James Reichenbacher, 
chief financial officer for the Town of Didsbury. 

He estimates the overtime could tally up to $7,000 or 

$ 8 , 000 . 

Town employees say they haven’t seen this amount of 
snow in recent years. Backhoes and trucks usually col¬ 
lect between two and three large storage piles of the 
white stuff from residential streets and main roadways 
- since December 4, they’ve collected four. 

Tonight council will get together to reconsider next 
year’s snow removal budget. They don’t want to plow 
through funds again. 

“It could come down to putting aside more dollars 
or...that we only clean the main arterial streets and

Th»> delegates visited the community, located south of 
Fort McLeod, on September 21 mid 22. They said that town 
officials should help revitalize the downtown core, which 
has a few buildings sitting empty. 

Though they gave high marks for how well the munici¬ 
pality nurtured its tourism sector with clear signs and 
attractions.

While it’s anyone’s guess what 
exactly 2010 will hold for 
Alberta’s health care system, 
what can be said with some

been a big part of healt h care in 
2009 will probably continue over the next 12 
months. 

And unlike the year now ending, the new year 
will see an added dimension in the form of the 
newly created, government-appointed Health 
Advisory Councils. 

The Stelmach government says the councils will 
act in an advisory role, gathering input and feed¬ 
back on local health service delivery and, in turn, 
providing recommendations and suggestions to 
Alberta Health Services Board (AHSB). 

The creation of the new councils comes after 
years of declining grassroots input into Alberta’s 
health system. 

Fifteen years ago there were dozens and dozens 
of locally elected health boards across Alberta - 
then there were elected regional health authori¬ 
ties - then there were government -appointed 
regional health authorities - and now there is one 
government-appointed body that oversees all 
health care in the province, the AHSB. 

According to AHSB chairman Ken Hughes, the 
new councils, which include West Central Alberta 
residents Dawn Morrow' and Gerald Ingeveld, w ill 
have a meaningful role to play in guiding the 
health system in the months and years ahead. 

“The councils will provide Albertans with a sig¬ 
nificant opportunity to help us best plan for and 
deliver quality, accessible and sustainable health 
services in their council areas,” says Hughes. 

AHSB board CAO Stephen Duckett calls the 
councils’ work a “key strategy in the success of 
Alberta Health Services.” 

With the new councils expected to start their 
work early in the new year, the time is not far off 
when Albertans will know one way or another 
whether the new councils really do represent a 
“significant opportunity” for public input. 

If the provincial government allows the councils 
to openly voice concerns relayed to them by 
Albertans happy or unhappy with the health sys¬ 
tem, and, in turn, gives the AHSB the required lee¬ 
way and support to address those concerns, then 
the councils could become a worthwhile and 
important part of the health system. 

If, on the other hand, the government places 
stringent restrictions on what council members 
can and cannot say, gagging members who 
attempt to speak out against the way things are 
being done, then Albertans will very quickly come 
to regard the new councils as nothing more than 
taxpayer-funded mouthpieces of the Stelmach 
government. 

The future direction of Alberta’s health-care sys¬ 
tem remains very fluid as 2009 draws to a close - 
and 2010 may well see more of the same.

A victory for free speech in Alberta

sor Darren Lund complained to the 
human rights tribunal about the let¬ 
ter, triggering more than seven years 
of stress for Rev. Boissoin, not to 
mention huge legal costs, lost ener¬ 
gy, and wasted time. 

In his December 3 ruling, Justice 
Wilson set aside the Panel’s Order 
which had required Rev. Boissoin to 
pay $5,000 to professor Lund, to 
refrain from ever again making “dis¬ 
paraging remarks about gays," and 
to ask the Red Deer Advocate to 
publish an apology. 

Paragraph 3(1 )(b) reaches far 
beyond disagreements between gays 
and Christians. Write a letter to the 
editor calling for more frequent dri¬ 
ver’s testing for seniors, and you 
may be charged with exposing peo¬ 
ple to hatred or contempt on the 
basis of age. Express your opinion 
about integrating fundamentalist 
Moslems into Canadian society, or 
limiting immigration from certain 
countries, and your comments might 
be found “hateful" on the basis of 
religion or place of origin. Argue 
that single mothers should not 
receive welfare benefits if they live 
with a boyfriend or common law 
spouse, and a contempt complaint 
could be filed against you in respect 
of source of income, marital status, 
or family status. Criticize current 
aboriginal policy and you might find 
yourself accused of contemptuous 


speech on the basis of race or 
ancestry. 

Even if the complaint is ultimate¬ 
ly dismissed, Albertans live under 
the threat of having to defend them¬ 
selves against prosecutions that can 
be t riggered by the likes of professor 
Lund. 

Unfortunately, Justice Wilson did 
not strike down section 3(1 )(b) as 
an unconstitutional violation of free 
speech. He did, however, limit the 
circumstances in which speech 
prosecutions are likely to succeed. 
He ruled that only words that 
demonstrate a real intention to dis¬ 
criminate in the provision of hous¬ 
ing, employment, services, etc., or 
words that incite others to discrimi¬ 
nate in such areas, are outlawed. 

This court ruling is a positive 
development towards restoring free¬ 
dom of speech in Alberta, because it 
establishes that political commen¬ 
tary on public policy issues - even 
when expressed in polemical or 
offensive terms - ought not to be 
prosecuted. 

Nevertheless, Premier Stelmach 
should dismantle his government’s 
censorship machine entirely. 

John Carpay is a lawyer and 
Execu tive Director of the Canadian 
Constitution Foundation , which 
intervened before the Alberta Court 
of Queen's Bench in Boissoin v. 
Lund. 


Last week’s Alberta Court of 
Queen’s Bench ruling in Boissoin v. 
Lund freed one man from the gov¬ 
ernment’s censorship machine, and 
also diminished the machine’s abili¬ 
ty to censor citizens’ opinions. 

The Alberta government’s censor¬ 
ship machine is paragraph 3(l)(b) of 
the Alberta Human Rights Act. This 
law reduces our ability to speak 
frankly about issues of public con¬ 
cern if our opinion happens to touch 
on race, ancestry, colour, place of 
origin, gender, sexual orientation, 
religion, source of income, marital 
status, or family status. Anything 
that is “likely” to expose a person to 
“hatred or contempt" on the basis of 
one of these grounds can trigger a 
human rights complaint. Taxpayers 
fund the government’s censorship 
machine, but those prosecuted by it 
must foot their own legal bills. 

Under paragraph 3(1 )(b), 
Reverend Stephen Boissoin was 
subjected to a “human rights" prose¬ 
cution after writing a letter to the 
editor of the Red Deer Advocate in 
2002. His letter expressed opposi¬ 
tion to presenting homosexuality in 
a positive light to school children. 
Justice Wilson reprinted the entire 
letter in his judgment, posted at 
www.CanadianConstitutionFoundat 
ion.ca. University of Calgary profes¬

Bylaw Corner - Snow Removal 

After a great November, like it or not, the snow and the cold are here. With the snow of 
course comes the shoveling. I need to remind everyone that the bylaw requires you to 
shovel the snow on the side walks adjacent to your homes within 24 hours. Those of you 
with comer lots are responsible for the sidewalks on either side of your lots. Also when 
shoveling it is important not to shovel the snow out onto the street, place the excess snow 
on your lawn or boulevard. If you are clearing an area of the street in front of your home 
you cannot pile the snow anywhere on the street. You must pile it off the street or the side¬ 
walk. 

Under the snow removal bylaw there are two offences: 

1. Failing to remove snow from the sidewalk adjacent to your lot within 
24 hours of the last snow fall. 

2. Piling snow on the sidewalk or street.
